To the amateur astronomer, writes 
Professor Kirkwood, a brief enumeration 
of the principal phenomena to occur in 
the near fiiture will not he without in­ 
terest. The following list inclndes the 
oplipaes of the sun and moon, tho tran­ 
sits of Mercury and Venus'; occulations 
of fixed stars by the moon, the' return of 
periodic comets, the probable dotes of 
meteoric showers, and the i^epoohs of 
maxima and 
of. solar, spots, from 
the present tinié till the close'of the 
nineteenth century: 
1875. 
On the momine of November 
23, Spica Virginis, a wellinoivn star of 
the first magnitude, will be oecultwl by 
the moon. 
Tho immersion behind the 
moon’s bright limb will occur about 1:50 
o’clock, or a few minutes after the moon 
shall have risen. 
The oceultation will 
continue about one hour and twelve 
minutes. 
1876. 
Three occultations of the Plei- 
adesc will take place in the last three 
months of the year, viz., on October 6, 
November 30, and December 28. The 
phenomena may l>e well observed with a 
simUl telescope. 
1877. D’Arrcst’s comet will return to 
l>erilielion in January of this year. A 
total eclipse of the moon, invisible in 
this country, will take place on the 27th 
of February. 
Another will occur on 
the 23d of August, partly visible in the 
eastern states.

Over 112,000 head of cattle have been 
sliippc dor driven from Texas tiiis year. 
Several d.ays ago the family of Charles 
Jlassey, Sr., who lives at Fordville, Ky., were 
fiikcn suddenly iU. Pliysicinns pronoanccd 
tlie sickness tlie effect of poison, and despite 
tlieir efforts, the son, daughter and wife died. 
The physicians discovered the well used by 
the family to he filled with poison, either 
strj-ohnine or arsenic. 
No person Ls sus­ 
pected, but all think the poison w.as put in 
tlie well by human hands. Others ot Jlr. 
Massey’s family, as well aa he, are in a fair 
way to recover. 
The United States supreme court has 
ordered the Arkansas Hot Springs case to 
be advanced on docket, and by agreement of 
counsel the arguments will be lieard on tlie 
4th of .fanuary next.

Tho fact 1» patent to every oliacrvor 
that, whereas once any averapo xipland 
acre in the southern states yielded, with 
little hil)or, a hale of cotton, it is now 
considered very fair cropping to get half 
th at much, though twice tho labor is ex­ 
pended. 
One of tho causes of the increased la­ 
bor is the closeness or hardness of the 
soil. 
A single beating rain will now 
very often cause the soil of a newly- 
ploughctl field to run together and lie- 
come as hard as if not ploughed in twelve 
months. This, in its turn, offers serious 
impediments to the extension of the 
rootlets, and, as a consequence, greatly 
retards tho growth of the young plant. 
A prime result o f this lairging growth is 
a large increase of hoc or Tinnd work, for 
bad tho soil furnished the conditions fa­ 
vorable to prom pt and vigorous growthj 
the young plant would have out.stri 
the srocds and grass, or mounted so high 
as to oilhr greater facilities for their dc- 
.struction by the plough, 
Tlic retarda­ 
tion of the growth of the plant gives in- 
crcaso<l jmtciicy to all its enemies—lice, 
etc.,—and so delays the production of 
ffnil tiuit tho IhiU or army svorm sweep 
aw.ty tlie greater jmrtion of tho crop. 
I t is, tlicrcfore, interesting to consider 
the causes which hat'o produced a condi­ 
tion of .soil so unfavorable' to' tiro de­ 
velopment of the young plant. 
Tlic'lrt^s 
of vegetable m atter first suggests' ftsclf. 
Tlicro can not be a doubt tiiat if to nAy 
of our still’, hard fields a lilxiral amount 
ofvegctahlo mold were added, the result­ 
ing crops would be considerably aug- 
menteil, even if the added mold eontrili- 
ntcd nothing to the sustcn.ance of the 
plants; for if it did not nouri.sh tho grow­ 
ing plant.s, it would, besides favoring tlic 
progreas of the rootlets in search of food, 
iiisuro a more c<iualile supply of water, 
and air, and tho substances with which 
i/iey arc freighted. 
O'n’r latitude has, doubtleas, something 
to do with a speedy dearth of vegetable 
mtitfcr, fot llio long hot Weather oclcrm- 
incs n prom pt conversion of vegoliihle 
innlter into carbonic acid g.as, etc.; while 
farther north the .same material would 
remain on o'r ip tlio .soil a mneli longer 
time without decomposing. B ut tiie loss 
of the vegetable m atter is not the sole 
cau.se of the iVrh[)Cii'sity to hake. 
Tlic 
witlnlrawal of llic mineral ingrwlicnts 
must 1)0 credited w ith some' of H, for tlic 
•solulilc mineral plant food in a soil ex­ 
ercises also a strong iiillueiicc in kccf/irig 
it light and jmrous. 
Tlie question tlicn arises: 
To wimt 
causes arc due the general exhaustion of 
our lands? An e-s-sj; aii.swer is: 
Crop­ 
ping witliout manuring. 
Tliis is only 
fiartially correct, for thongli it is the 
iruth it is not tho wliolo truth. I t is the 
tn ith , becaiiTO all phints exhaust tho 
soil on which'.they grow. 
Clover espo- 
(lially. wiiieh is by iiiany regarded as a 
land renovator, lias been .shown tiy emi­ 
nent ehemísts (o'be, .almost beyond nuy 
other pbint, a,soil; imbóyerisficr, iinus- 
mneh as a single crop 6Í it; ¿óiitailis the 
ingredients for two or three crops'of 
snnill grain. 
The analysis of tho cotton fibre Wiillld 
seem to establish the fact that buid 
planted eoritinuonsly to cotton ought to 
grow better year by year, for Ibo very 
small amount of nitrogen and allied min­ 
erals, wliieli enter into tlio eomposition 
of cotton wool arc uiiqucMtioiialily mue.li 
less than that whie.Ii is appropriated liy 
the plant from tiic air or wliieii piassw 
over yearly from the condition of iimp- 
proprialilc to apiiroprínbíá pjnnt fisitl. 
Wliy tiien slioulil lands planted' iC cotton 
deteriorate? liccaii.so, while tho llo.'.c 
crop does not exhaust, even in a slight 
degree, the scctl crop is an enormous 
yearly drain nmin llic .soil’s fortilitj,'. 
T:ikcii lus a whole, tlic cotton eroji is 
eminently exhaustive. 
But hoing, like 
clover, a ileep rootcd plant, the transfer 
of material from the siihsoil to the sur­ 
face soil, insiiriiig to surface rooting 
plants which conic after it an ahundant 
pahiihim, the extent of its c.xlinus- 
tivencss 1i:ls been mciusurahly lost sight 
of. 
Bill the sublime folly of squandering 
tlic cotUm seed lias Iicen given up.

bis lands bceoine more fertile? Do hb 
fields yield, with the .same kind and 
amount of labor, larger croiis tlian tliey 
(lid live or ten years ago? 
Tried by 
•sueli a test—end tlie cxceUencc of the 
test is umiuestionable—lliore has been n 
vast amount of bad farming in the Uni­ 
ted Stales, 
'flic fact is, Uicro arc the 
fewest good farmers from Maine to the 
llio (irande. 
Tlio iiorliiern farmers 
whieli are growing lietlcr, year liy year, 
are few and far lictweeii. 
(We do not 
liere iiieiiulo vegetable 
farms in the 
iieiglilxirlitKiil of cities.) Clover deceived 
Iheiii and miiilc llicm liclicve that its ex- 
bnnsllve iriiiisfer, from tlie deep to the 
siijpcrfieial wiil, were vcritalilc additions 
to tlm soil's store of fertility. 
Deep 
jihmgbing :ui(l miderdraining deceived 
in ways not e.s.sentially dilferenl. 
.VIl 
the time the process of exiian.stion lias 
goiio on, .'111(1 if correct eoinparalive aual- 
y.s(’s of the whole plant food in a given 
depth, on mo,si. ol our farms, eeiihl be 
gotten, they would .show a very material 
decreiise in the last twenty or thirty 
years. 
I.fp to this time wo have liceii 
riuting uiion the iKinnty of nainrc, and 
have at length gotten to tlie ixiint where 
il_ iK’comes necessary ',Ui Iw eo-workers 
with her, in order to secure a conlin- 
uaneo of lier favor. 
A few moments ago tlie opinion was 
expressed Hint if every seed of a cotton 
Crop were restored to tho soil, the crop 
■ivinild still be, imdcr cert.ain circum­ 
stances, cxlniuslive. 
Ixing oliscrv.'ition

My own e.xpliumtion _ is th at 
while the coarser particles, o f soil aró en­ 
veloped and firmly held hy the mesh of 
grass roots, the fine particU»!, susiKindcd 
in tho rain water, c.'fcaiio with this and 
settle on .«omc adjacent or remote low­ 
land. 
Tlic greater weight t<io of tlie 
coarser matefials would insure to them a 
comparative 
immobility. 
AV'licn 
the 
western rivers overflow, tho coarse sand 
is deposited on or near their hanks, 
wliile tho finer scriimeiit is cnrriwl fur- 
tlicr back into tho swamp. 
H ere I will glaiiGe, and only glance, 
at one feature of the climate of llic 
iiortheni states, which is largely coii.scr- 
vative on this jxiint. 
During tho winter 
months tliclr .soils are firmly locked hy 
ice, while ours, liquified lus it were, are 
dopredatcfl h.y the ever reourrmg winter 
' deluges of rain. 
I remarked nliovo that tho eflbcts of 
deep ploughing, and umlerdniiiiingevcn, 
luul. ofien lieeii nu’slnken lor proofs of 
vc’rltaolo additions to the real fertility ol 
soils, when, in fact they wore, in groat 
mciusú’i'ó; devices fiir rtllirb lllorough ex- 
haustioi’i'. 
Tliat flirming i.V csschtudly 
jKior, wlifttevef its toiuiiorary results, 
tliat d(KW no'll luld year hy year to the 
Hoil-storo ofaplWnpriablo plant fooil. B ut 
licforc dismissing’Ov3 subject of rain-spo- 
liation, I would remark th at while un- 
(icrdraining seems to offer .an efiicaeiouH 
remedy, there arc oWections to th e device 
now so jiopular. 
In porlionH of G er­ 
many, on unilcrdrainCKl lumls, such an 
aeeuiniilation of vegetable m atter lakc.s 
place, that ii s|>ocleH of worm thrives to 
tlic destruelioii of tlic crop. In England 
the .same nccumulation ofvogetalilo m at­ 
ter is frequently encountered, ilnd they 
are forctxl to apply cnorninus (irjanlitics 
of lime for its correction. 
In Gcrumuy, 
in some [ilaces, driving the .sliecp over 
the soil is resorted to, for its compres­ 
sion, to the great injiiiy, it i.s said, o f tlic 
sheep. 
'J'hc same injurious tendency, 
(1(111 litloas, OH Icrops in our nortliern states, 
fiir wo noticed, .some years ago, th at 
tanners, who iiad incurred the very se­ 
rious expense of undcrdrains for their 
land, wmplaiiicd 
th at the resulting 
growtli, tliougii making a bravo show of 
stem and stalk, ¡did not give a corre- 
s]iomlttig increase of grain. 
In oiir Inti- 
tiulu tilia evil tendency wiil.lie prob.ablj', 
less nianifesl, lieeaiise of the more rapid 
decomposition of vegetable m atter, iie- 
fore noticed, mid n less projiensity to the 
encouragement of iicat plants. 
The farmcr’.s soil being his real bank 
of deposits, wo bavc tried to sliow witii 
lllie imixirlancc of keeping well locked, 
'.solno ol tbe iii.securo (hxira. 
A t .'inotiier 
time wq may have .somctliing to say 
about the' proixir mode of (Uqxisiting in 
it, for a.s III other good hanks, facile 
draws and tiinery dejxisits arc closely 
eomiueto(l.—

Ho stales 
lli'at pig-iron not only can bo mndc, 
but has been and i.s niaiie in tbc.so throe 
southern states for leas than $lt’> .a ton, 
a price far below llio coat of making it in 
tlie iron (lislrlet.s of tho north and cast. 
Tlic coat of producing in reiin.sylvania 
is pul down at .?21)..'iO a ton ; at Youngs­ 
town, Ohio, at flJO.fiO a ton, and in Indi­ 
ana at .i!28.00 a ton, while in the south it 
ranges from Í15.-13 a ton in Tennes.sec to 
■iiUi in G(.sirgia and Alalrama. 
The cx- 
plaiiation of tliis greater clie.xpnesa is 
lomid in the abundiuice of chariioal and 
good stone-coal in these states, both’ to be 
li.ad, with liniostoiic, near the iron Leda; 
tile mildness of tho climate which ma,ke,s 
winter cxixmditurea nearly as light as 
tlmse of summer, and the cheapness of 
colored labor. The Alabama and Ten- 
iicasce ore is said to be of a superior 
quality, and a favorite in the market. 
When it is considered th at tlio I’cnn.syl- 
vania furnaces are now forced to send to 
Missouri aiid lake Superior for ore to 
mix with the dill’erent ores of that state, 
tlierc would seem to be nothing iiccdcil 
b u t capital to transfer a large portion of 
the iron nianufaclures of reiinsylvai ' 
to tliese favored states of tho south.

Oiling Harness. 


A good harneas is costly, but if prop- 
pcrly u.scd and cared for will last a good 
many years. 
I f neglected it will soon 
need rcpaii-s, and in a short time become 
utterly worthlc.ss. 
In caring for a har- 
ne.s.1 one great jxiint is to see th.at it is 
suitably oiled. 
A work harness, in use 
on a farnijslioukl Ix: oiled twice aye.ar,in 
the spring and fall. 
I t should bo taken 
entirely a p a rt; tho places where sweat 
ami dirt Iiavc collected cleaned with a 
cliip or an old ciwc-knifc, tlion waslied 
clean in warm water, in wliich a little 
Castile soap has been dissolved. 
As they 
are washed 
tho straps should Ixi hung 
on a pole to dry. 
When the outside is nearly dry, h u t 
before the moisture is all out of the 
leather, the oil should ho applicii. 
This 
m aybe done wi Hi a clean paint brush, 
winch is the best tiling for the purpose, a 
.s|)ong or woolen cloth. 
A moderate 
quantity should be used, .and if it (does 
not soften Hic leather enough, another 
light coating may bo applied when the 
first one is well dried in. 
This is better 
tlian it is to put on a great deal at once. 
Care should be taken to obtain a gooii 
quulilty of oil. 
Ncat’s-foot la tho very 
Ixwt kind of oil, for leather. 
Tbere are 


souk: jKitemt pneparntions in which a 
water-proof ingredient is added to tho oil 
and also a little coloring suVistance to 
make the leather look black and glossy. 
An honest mi.xture of this kind i.sIxittcr 
than the crude oil. 
Clicap oils arc gcii- 
crally iioor. 
W'ben dry, the harness 
should be rublicd with Cn.stilc soap, then 
with a dry woolen cloth. 
W hen this is 
done, it may be iiiit together and used. 
This work shouhl not be neglcctc(l until 
the hurry of planting and hoeing time, 
b ut should receive attention now.— Zive 
Stock Journal.

T v t w ^ o f t h e i r W onV I n IWImIimiEpi»!— 
iiin rk n b lc l* re b l« to rlc IM iteover^. 
Prof. James R. Gage, of IVashington 
city, an eminent geologist and mineralo­ 
gist, wlio has recently been engaged in 
making extensive explorations regarding 
tho works of the ancient mound-builders, 
reiKirts the discovery of a very remark- 
iiblo wall in Claiborne county, ctahtcen 
miles cast of P ort Gibson, Miss. The dis­ 
covery has been incidentally mentioned 
in .several papers within the course of a 
few days, b ut they do not appear to have 
realized a tithe of its antiquarian and ar- 
chceological interest and importance. We 
condense th e particulars or the discovery 
from the Professor’s statem ent in the 
W ashington Republican. I t apjie.'irs that 
blocks of the stone have been taken by 
the farmers for building purposes for 
many years, and it has formed a gener-al 
quarry for furnishinglargeblocksofstone. 
B ut the farmers have never, it .seems,Iicen 
nware o f tlie antiquarian impiortanco of 
this wall, which is claimed to be coeval 
or anterior to that of Hadrian’s famous 
wall in England. 
Prof. Gage employed 
Inljorors and uncovered a jxirtion of the 
wall flOfectin width andl75feotin length, 
but on removing tho soil hero and there 
he traced it 600 feet. 
The workmen un­ 
covered the wall to a depth of six feet, 
but lower tlian tliis tlio excavations woto 
not continued. 
Large forest trees of pine 
luid oak, several hundred years old, are 
growing on top of tho wall. 
The mocks 
are limestone, and belong to the tertiary 
formation. 
Tlicy were hewn out of this 
formation and are thrco feet in length, 
twenty inches in width and twenty-two 
inelies in thickness. 
One of these blocks 
him Ixxni shippwl to Philadelphia for tho 
centennial. 
The w.'ill from wliieh it was 
taken forms two sides of a rcctangler, one 
part running east and west .and the other 
north and soittli. 
Tho excavation.s wore 
made near tlic angle. 
TJiroc miles due 
south from tliis point another portion of 
th e WIÜ1 rc-appoars on the banksofBayou 
Pierce, owing to the washing out of the 
creek, making it a large exposure, imd it 
is tiioreforo judged that this is a continu­ 
ation of tlie ancient wail. 
The wall was 
built on tlie side of a ridge overlooking a 
swamp wliioh, in ancient times, was evi­ 
dently the lied of alakc, and the inference 
is th at the wall w asorcctedbythoancient 
occnpanta as a barrier against an enemy, 
or jiossiWy as an ancient levee or dyke 
erected for the protection of the inh.'ibit- 
ants' against the cncronchment,s of tho 
lake or the waters of tho Mi.ssissippi. 
From other evidences of the wide extent 
of this wall, .as de.scrihed hy Prof. Gage, 
it .appears that it included a large area of 
land, (xivering probably 4 0 0 .situare miles 
and extending to tho Mississippi river. 
The locality where the wall exists is in 
the neigliborlKKid of the N.atchez Indians, 
wlio w'orc found in a state o f considerable 
civilization wiion first visitccl by the 
French,and tIicseroni.ains,itis conjectured 
hy Prof. Gage, lu«l some connection with 
Hie qccup.ation by the warlike ancestors 
o f this iiitcre.sting and famous tribe.
